WASHINGTON, January 17.—The feat- 


urea of today's proceedings in the efn- 
ate wore the epeech delivered by Senator 
Wolcott of Colorado, chairman of the 
bimetallic commission, upon the nego- 
tiations of tho commieeion with Euro* 
pean countries relative to international 
bimetalliaui and tbe pannage of the 
Lodge bill restricting immigration into 
the United States. The proceedings 
were thB.iuoatintereating and important 
that have characterized any eiugle day's 
work in the senate during tlie present 
eeaeion. In anticipation of them tbe 
galleries were crowded at an early hour. 


Quite unexpectedly Senator llunna 


appeared at tho opening ot today's acE- 
eion. Mr. Furaker, tho eenior Senator 
from Otiio, presented Mr. Hanna'o cre-

up aud dincufiflod until-4 o'clock, tho 
hour at which, by previous arrange- 
ment, it had been arranjtod to vote tin- 
all) upon the amendments and tbe bill. 
An amendment offered by Mr. Spoouer 
of Wisconsin providing that the ability 
on tho part of an immigrant either to 
read or write'should be accepted no euf- 
ficient test of hia literacy wa0 adopted 
bv a vote of 42 to 22. 


Another amendment of Mr. Spxmer 


providing that the members of the fam- 
ily accompanyinKan immigrant rejected 
under the conditions of tho bill ahould 
be returned to the country whence they 
came by tbe ateamnhlp nompanies waa 
aleo adopted. Other efforts were made 
to amend th« meaaure but defeated. 


The bill wan then panned by a vote of 


45 to 28. 
Tue bill, as naaaed, provides that all 


immigranta phyalcalty capable and over 
16 yearn of age nhall be able to read or 
write the EnfiliRh language or eome 
other language; but a person not able to 
read or write who ia over 50 yeara of age 
and is the parent or grandparent of a 
qualilled immigrant over 21 yeara of that date the matt 
age, capable of aupporting auch a parent from the reports, 
or grandparent, may accompany the im- 
migrant or the parent or grandparent 
may be aenl for and come to join the 
family of the child or grand child over 
21 years of age, qualified under the law; 
and a wife or minor child not able to read 
or write may accompany or he sent for 
and come to join the husband or parent 
who ts rjualilled. 


This act does not apply lo persona 


column to tbe United Stales from the 
island of Cuba during the continuance 
o! present diaordera there, who have 
heretofore 
been inhabitants of that 


island. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Spooner'n re- 


markfl. an agreement had been reach- 
ed by the Wisconsin atmator and Mr.

They had aroused the opposi- 
tion to tho measure aud had been aided 
materially by the deputy commissioner 
of immigration, who had himself been a 
citizen ol this country for scarcely seven 
years. 
Tho amendment offered by Mr. Spoon- 


er WAS then adopted by 42 to 22. 


Mr. Oaffory ot Louisiana offered an 


amendment increasing the age of immi- 
grantH affected by the hill from 1G to 21 
years. The amendment wan loet by 28 
yeas to 30 nave.. 
Mr. Kyle of South Dakota offered en 


amendment providing that any immi- 
grant convicted within a year of his 
landing in this country of a felony or 
other violation of the law aball be re- 
turned to the country from which lie 
came. The amendment waa lost with- 
out division. Tho bill waa then placed 
on its passage and passed by a vote of -15 
to 28, the detailed vote being an lollowa:

Tbia principle ia eo well understood in 


Europe and in tho East that one of tho 
earliest careo of the governing body in 
manufacturing towns is to provide a 
park on the outakirtfl of the place for 
popular recreation.

HBUIH, an iii;t:d hostler in the employ of 
Dr. W. T. ainupin, was burned to death. 
The unfortunate man lived in a Binall j 
bouea in tho rear ot tbe Maupin real-1 
donee,

streets, and bolweon iJ and 4 o'clock tho 
place wtia discovered to bo in flames. 


Night-watchman W. M. llogere at eu- 


pino house No. 1 saw the glow produced 
by tlia burning builditifrund ho immedi- 
ately turned in o general alarm. The 
ringing of tho tiro bell awakened Dr. 
Maupin tvud he was etartlsd to discover 
the fire in tho shod at the rear of his 
residence. Tho firemen were on the 
ground ultnoat ae BOOII aa tbe inmateo of 
tbo Maupin residence were out of doora. 


The ehed ia divided Into several com- 


partments and John Williams lived in 
the central one. On each side of this 
room were two rooms stored with wood, 
household goods, etc. The room occu- 
pied by Williams wae a inasa of flames 
and the tire was fast spreading to other 
parts of the building when engine No. 1 
and the chemical arrived. 


The iiremen BOOH had the flames under 


control and the body of the incinerated 
man was discovered iu the mine of hie 
room. It presented a horrible appear- 
ance. Williams was lying across the 
bod in a position indicating that be bad 
endeavored to escape. Hie legs and 
arms were burned off completely, «a the 
iirfi had been the fiercest ridlit whore be 
fell. It ia thought that Williams waa 
awakened by tlia flames after they had 
j>nint3tl name headway. While asleep in 
bod the heavy quillings and blankets 
had protected htm, but when ho rose 
up tho Htilliun eiuoke and (Uniee tttlud 
hiu lungs und porimpa produced instant 
death. 
Tho origin ol tho fire is not known. 


Williama was not in y,ooA health end oc- 
casionally became eliehtly under tho in- 
fluence of liquor, which he took when 
feeling ill. Sunday nijiht ho was nrotind 
town and utter 12 o'clock was taken 
home in a hock, having drunk consider- 
ably. Hu wua au inveterate smoker nud 
tho'flre either resulted from sparks fall- 
Inn (rum his pipa or a lump being 
knocked over. It is believed that Will- 
lama left tho lamp burning and that it 
waa upset. He wan probably in astunor 
tmd didn't notice bis danger until too

ing rooms were considerably searched 
and the leaves on tbe orange trees in 
front were Injured by the intense neat. 
In oneof the rooniB toiiiw ul the furni- 
ture for tlie new Metbodiat church waa 
stored and the loss of this and other 
damage willamonuttofromf 125to $150. 


Coroner G.L. Long held an inquest 


on tho remains of Williams at 6 o'clock 
last evening and it wae ascertained that 
the deceased was aged 74 yeara and a 
native of London, England. 
Williams 


came to tbe United States at an early 
age and drifted to California during the 
gold excitement of 1849. lie was a 
stage driver for many veari in Ban 
Joaquln county and wiil be remem- 
bered by many old-time miners who 
traveled by way of Stockton to tbe 
mines. About seven years ago he came 
to Freono county and wan in bad health. 
He remained at the county hospital for 
some time anJ then was given a position 
by Dr. Maupin whom ho ecrvcd aa gen- 
eral utility mou since leaving tbo hos- 
pital, lie was a widower and baa no 
relatives in this state. The funeral will 
occur at 2 o'clock today, Dr. Maupin 
having arranged the matter.
